true architectural styles, conveniences and economy es- 
pecially designed to fill the requirements and purse of the 
small family. 


Too few homes have been designed for the demand now 
existing, and it is our hope that this book will fulfill that de- 
mand. We have devoted much time to the study of this 
problem and believe that we have succeeded in combining 
good taste and true architecture with a most remarkable 
low level of cost. 


In preparing these designs our technical staff and archi- 
tects were limited definitely to the demand for a small 
home of very low cost, to be built for the family of moder- 
ate means. The size of home was to be moderate yet the 
aesthetic treatment to be correct, appealing and of defi- 
nite purity. 


These homes have been carefully selected to conform 
_in a practical way to general appeal rather than to indi- 
vidual taste. This means that should the owner desire to 
dispose of his home he would find that its resale value had 
not greatly depreciated and that financing could be more 
easily arranged. 


We have prepared two or more layouts for each home, 
having in mind the possible variation in individual taste 
and requirements in size or arrangement. Although the 
layouts shown are those we believe to be the most satis- 
factory, it is not necessary that the home owner exactly 
adhere to them. They can easily be changed to suit the 
individual preference. It is part of our service to make 
any alterations desired.
